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The deaf of this city gathered 
in large numbers, on two different 
dates, as also places, to do honor to 
to the memory of Abbe de l'Epee on 
the 201st anniversary of his birth. 
The editor of the Journal address- 
ed a large gathering on one of the 
occasions above referred to, and ap- 
pends a synopsis of his remarks : — 

Charles Michel De l'Epee was 
born at Versailles, the City of 
French Kings, in the year 171 2 
(November 24;. His father was an 
architect of emience. His mother 
was a lady of refinement and en- 



deaf in every State in the Union 
To-day there are fully 12,000 chil- 
dren under instruction, all enjoying 
tbe opportunity for education and 
training that shall make their after 
lives happy and useful. 

How many thousands of the deaf 
have been enabled to obtain the 
benefits and the happiness accruing 
from cultivated intellects since the 
humble begging of De l'Epee, it is 
impossible to comp u te. 

The deaf have not been indifferent 
to the self-sacrifice and benevolent 
philanthropy that actuated the en- 
deavors and permeated the entire 
life of Abbe de l'Epee in ameliorating 
and elevating the condition of the 
deaf and dumb. 

Besides the monument in the 
Church of St. Roche, there stands a 
splendid statue in from of the Church 
of St. Louis in Versailles, the city 
of his birth. And the first 1 
that holds the gaze of the visitor to 
the National Institution for th< 
in Paris is the statue of I 
who is represented in the act of 
teaching a little l>oy the word 
" D-i-e-u " (God) by the manual 
manual alphabet. This statue is 
the creation and gift of Felix Martin, 
a deaf-mute sculptor. All of these 
tributes were viewed with reverential 
regard by over 1000 deaf men and 
women, gathered together from 
every country on the globe, during 
the month of August, 191 2, to 
celebrate the 200th Anniversary of 
Charles Michel De l'Epee, the man 
who emancipated from the thraldom 
of ignorance tbe deaf of an entire 
world. 

A movement is being started to do 
belated honor to the memory of De 
l'Epee in this country, by the erec- 
tion of a statue that shall fitly 
commemorate the inestimable value 
of his genius and benevolence in 
behalf of the deaf. The National 
Association of the Deaf, at its con- 
vention in Cleveland last sun

De l'Epee was brought up in 
surroundings that were favorable to 
the development of character and 
intellect. 

Hi.i early years were so well di- 
rected that in the years of his young 
manhood he was po ssesse d of high 
attainments in mathematics, the 
classics, sciences and philospoby. 

He studied Theology in the Uni- 
versity of the Sorbonne. 

He died on December 23, 1779, at 
the age of 77 years, 28 days. 

His remains are in a tomb in the 
St. Nicholas Chapel of the Church 
of St. Roche, in Paris. A monument 
marks the place, and consists of a 
just of the beloved Abbe 
looking down with kindly eyes at 
two deaf children who lift to him 
their grateful hands. Besides the 
inscription, the facade of the monu- 
ment has carved on it the letters of 
tbe manual alphabet. In this chapel 
the good Abbe celebrated mass daily 
for 30 years, always assisted by a 
deaf-mute. 

All of you no doubt know that 

Abbe de l'Epee became tbe pioneer 

of schools for educating tbe deaf 

through a providential circumstance 

— meeting two deaf-mute girls, and 

becoming so touched at their helpless 

condition that be decided to attempt 

their education. How he gathered 

other children likewise afflicted, and 

began a school at Mont mart re in 

1755. This school was adopted by 

the French Goverraent two years 

after his death, and today stands on 

the Rue St. Jacques and is known as 

the National Institution for Deaf- 

Mutes. 

Tbe difficulties of teaching the 
deaf in the pioneer days were many. 
There were no experiences to guide 
tbe teacher. No books fitted to 
their use. No apparatus to simplify 
instruction and make smooth tbe 
road to knowledge. The silent 
methods used were born of his own 
brain — the manual alphabet and the 
language of signs separately and 
conjointly to interpret tbe written 
symbols by which knowledge was 
given, language inculcated and 
education gained. History records 
marvelous >al examples of 

the success of his methods. 

He trained for the work Abbe Sic- 
, bis successor, from whom 
let got the necessary aid to estab- 
lish and conduct the first school for 
deaf in America, founded at 1 
I, Ct , in 1817. With the a 
Laurent Clerc, this first American 

he Deaf became so 
forrnly successful and famous that 
/*»roroent aid was given, and its 
inflrjence ha* resulted in the estab- 
lishment of schools for educating the

The report made a great deal of 
trouble for the Supt. When I beard 
the story about these two inspectors 
inspected, it made me feel hot and 
very sorry for this school and its 
Supt. 

I wish I had these in spec tor- edu- 
cators in my shop. I would fix my 
two longest and sharpest awls on my 
bench with the business end up, and 
invite the inspectors to .sit down. 
Perhaps they would then see and 
feel things from a different point. 
It is all right to inspect a school, 
or a manufactory or a boiler, or any- 
thing else. If such a place does not 
want to Ik.- inspected, it shows that 
something is wrong. A place that 
is all right will welcome an inspection 
with a smile on its face. If the Tri- 
angle Shirt Waist Factory had been 
ted in the right way two years 
- ,< r one hundred and forty poor 
but nice working girls would not have 
been horribly burned to death. If a 
. for the deaf is inspected in the 
right way, it will help to find out 
mistakes in the way of teaching, or 
the way of feeding, or the way of 
taking care of the pupils. It would 
1 lie school to Ijecome a better 
school. This is what all inspection 
should try to do. But all inspection 
must be fair. The inspectors must 
have both eyes open for the good as 
well as the bad things. Inspectors 
who gum-shoe and spy into a place 
and try to find out only its bad point* 
are as rotten as a bad egg. Their 
rejxjrt is worse than worthless. It 
is false and unjust. 

I would like to have these two 
inspectors in my shop for about 
thirty minutes. I would like in-

I would 
ask them if they had studied the 
different ways of teaching the Deaf. 
I would ask them which they 
thought the best way, and why they

as fine a lot of deaf people as one 
could find anywhere. 

Perhaps this school would do bet- 
ter if it encouraged its graduates 
more to go to college. I have before 
me the Gallaudet College report for 
1913, and find that not a single grad- 
uate of this school is a student at 
the College. This does not look 
well. It would have been a fine 
thing for the Superintendent if he 
could put his hand inside the first 
and second buttons of his coat, throw 
out his chest and say to the inspec- 
tor-educators: "Gentlemen, I regret 
that you are not pleased with my 
school. But there are some things 
you must have overlooked during 
your four-hour inspection. For in- 
stance, sixteen graduates of this 
school are now students at Gallau- 
det College in Washington, D. C, 
the highest institution of learning 
for the deaf in the universe. The 
boys are studying how to make 95- 
yard end runs for the foot ball team, 
and the girls are practicing the latest 
rah rah chorus for the side lines. 
In this they differ in no way from 
the boys and girls at our most 
eminent universities for the hearing. 
Incidentally they are fitting them- 
selves to become teachers and 
preachers, chemists and architects, 
sculptors, artists, lawyers, etc. They 
could not have gone to college at all 
nor passed its entrance examinations 
if my school is as rotten as your re- 
port states it to be. Gentlemen, 
kindly reverse your findings." 

I hope tbe graduates and ex-pupils 
of this school will rise in its defence 
as one man. If they are dissatisfied 
about anything they should demand 
a fair inspection and a fair report. 

They should bring their protest to 
the Supt. and ask him to correct 
bad things or explain why this was 
thus. Above all, they should go 
about it free from all mean purposes 
and with a true wish for the welfare 
of the school,

November 30, 1913, — The issue 
of the Ohio Chronicle for Novem 
ber 22d is being held back by the 

health authorities, on account of 
the small-pox epidemic at the school. 
The paper was ready to he sent out, 
when notice came to hold it back. 
This week's issue is In form, but 
will not be printed not i I permission 
is given to lei the paper leave the 
school. When that will he, is not 
known now, perhaps two weeks 
hence This statement is made so 
that ChronioU readers may know 
why they aie not getting the paper. 
As to the small pox epidemic at 
the school, it seems to have been 
stayed. The last ease sent, to the 
hospital was last Sunday. None 
have developed since. There have 
boon in all thirteen or fourteen 
eases. All of a mild type. One 
curious fact is that the disease Is 
onlj among the girls. The vaccina- 
tion of pupils last year and the 
prompt measures taken as soon as 
evidence of it appeared recently, is 
no doubt the reason of the disease 

confined to so few. Superintendent 

Jones thinks that if no inoie cases 
develop, the quarantine will be rais- 
ed in two weeks from the 23d Inst. 
Thirteen of the lady teachers are 

quarantined at the school, and six 

or seven who board al public places 
take I heir meals at the school

STRENGTH IN UNION! 

Editor Journal : — Hello ! Chief 
Howard. Good luck to you ! 

Shake hands, Mr. Masaniello, ali- 
as Mr. Tomaso Aniello, my friend ! 
Our Chief need not worry about our 
noms de plume \ for he can rest assur- 
ed that we will not make any trou- 
ble, no matter under whatever names 
we may assume. Our avowed pur- 
pose is to go about doing good. 

To the uninitiated, it would appear 
that the recent Convention at Cleve- 
land did very little after the longest 
session in the history of the N. A. 
D. ; but it very often happens that 
negative legislation is quite as im- 
portant as positive legislation. 

One declares that the Convention 
accomplished nothing of importance! 
Such a declaration can come only 
from any person who has not kept in 
close touch with the N. A. D. during 
its long life of usefulness. We, the 
old Solons, all agree that the work, 
begun at Cleveland, will, from time 
to time, be given a fresh impetus, 
and eventually jjo further and accom- 
plish more of real and lasting benefit 
to the deaf than any convention 
heretofore. 

There was no lack of sign elo- 
quence on tne stage. Everybody had 
to fight for recognition at the hands 
of the presiding officer. No favor- 
itism was shown. Friend and foe 
were treated alike throughout par- 
liamentary skirmishing. No charge 
of partiality or discourtesy can suc- 
cessfnly be proven against the retir- 
ed president. None will take Rev. 
Smielau's grudge seriously, for it 
was all his own fault. He could 
have obtained the floor very easily 
for the asking. I wonder what was 
the nature of the message he was to 
have delivered. But there was not 
any necessity for him to wait to be 
called upon in the midst of such busy 
hours, even though he had given his 
credentials to the President. 

Judged by its spirit as shown in its 
acts, its words and its self-restraint, 
and also by that prevading atmo- 
sphere which can be felt but not de- 
scribed, the Convention of 1913 
stands second to none other that has 
been held. No one who was present 
could fail to recognize four of its 
characteristics : 

1. The Spirit of Harmony and 
Good- Will. 

2. The Spirit of Self-Control. 

3. The Practical Spirit. 

4. The Progressive Spirit. 

1. The Spirit of Harmony and 
Good- Will was predominant and sur- 
prised all who bad supposed that a 
session of conflict and bitterness was 
to follow the fierceness of controversy 
the press during the past year. 
n on the most crucial ques- 
ns, the quiet dignity of de- 
bate, the unfailing courtesy of the 
speakers, and, above all, the evident 
desire on the part of everyone to do 
what was best, and to do it in such a 
manner as to allay prejudice and pre- 
vent irritation, were the prevailing 
features. Never did so large a body 
of intellectual men and women, 
many with strong opinions and ear- 
nest desires, differing widely from 
the opinions and desires of others, 
show such a spirit of fairness, or such 
a desire to win by persuasion, rather 
than to overthrow by force of num- 
bers. 

2. The Spirit of Self-Control was 
evident not only in the rulings 
of the Chair, but also in the debates 
of the speakers. 

That the President should show 
such a spirit of fairness and calmness 
in all his parliamentary conduct of 
business, after he had been a target 
of the vilest vituperation, speaks 
volumes for his magnanimity and in- 
tegrity. 

That the advocates of this or that 
measure, full of belief in its impor- 
tance and value, should take the ros- 
trum and fight fervently for its adop- 
tion for the good aimed at, was cer- 
tainly the strongest proof of their 
sincerity in not wishing for success 
until the whole Convention agreed 
with their belief. No self was con- 
sidered in any proposed legislation. 

The whole atmosphere of the Con- 
vention vibrated with the feeling 
that the N. A. D. was not for the 
benefit of those who now enjoy its 
blessings, but that that very privi- 
lege makes it incumbent upon them 
to spread them to the other deaf. 
Such is the missionary 

The Practical Spirit pervaded 
and dominated everything else. The 
desire of every heart was to do good 
to humanity, and to do it in the most 
practical way. At the "Confer- 
ences" this idea prevailed. The 
plan of Re-organization by means of 
rate and Local Branches," was 
adopted, because it seemed the most 
practical way to secure actual results. 
Through these "Conferences" 
where an interchange of views was 
expressed with the greatest possible 
freedom, the N A. D. was saved, as 
the problem had at last been solved 
for increasing its power for good.
